a. "Endorsement" means an official stamped, typed, or written indication of the 
circumstances under which a passport was issued or can be used. The bearer 
may also be provided with an Information Notice that provides more 
information on the endorsement (see 7 FAM 1300 Appendix T). Endorsed 
passports indicate that they are valid only for a specific period of time, or that 
the bearer has a certain status. The endorsement code must be noted in the 
appropriate space on the passport application (see 7 FAM 1345.3-1). 

b. Supervisory consular officers abroad and directors of passport agencies and 
centers must ensure that endorsements are processed correctly. You must use 
the standard wording given for each endorsement. Do not modify the 
endorsement text unless specifically authorized by the Department (CA/PPT for 
passport agencies and centers, CA/OCS/ACS for posts abroad, and the Special 
Issuance Agency (CA/PPT/SIA) for diplomatic, official, and no-fee regular 
passports as authorized below). You must use the specific endorsement, which 
is prescribed for the situation at hand, and avoid the indiscriminate use of 
general endorsements such as Code 46. The use of a non-standard 
endorsement or incorrect use of a standard endorsement may cause confusion 
or inappropriate action in subsequent adjudication. Uniform use of 
endorsements will avoid such confusion, and minimize the need to retrieve and 
review previous passport files. 

c. Specific guidance about the use of these endorsements is provided in the 
corresponding subject instructions in 7 FAM 1300. 

d. See 7 FAM 1300 Appendix P, "Passport Card," for specific information on using 
endorsements with passport cards. 

e. If a passport book contains two or more endorsements that limit its validity 
period: 

(1) For regular passport books, the validity period is equal to the minimum 
length of time provided in this appendix. For example, if one endorsement 
limits the passport book to one year, and the second limits it to two years, 
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the passport book would be issued with a one year validity period. 

(2) Diplomatic, official, and no-fee regular passports generally must be limited 
only with regard to the applicant's entitlement. 

(a) All issues must be resolved prior to the issuance of a diplomatic, 
official, or no-fee regular passport. For example, an applicant who did 
not submit an acceptable U.S. birth certificate generally must submit 
an acceptable birth certificate before being issued a diplomatic, official, 
or no-fee regular passport. 

(b) CA/PPT/SIA may authorize exceptions to this policy in special, exigent 
circumstances and limit the passport book for an appropriate period of 
time to meet U.S. Government objectives. 

f. Some endorsement codes, e.g., 46, 71, 72, etc., were developed to allow 
issuance of a limited-validity passport when the applicant is unable to comply 
with Federal regulations or Department policy because of exigent or special 
circumstances. These endorsements provide sufficient validity, in nearly every 
case, for the applicant to complete her/his travel and to comply with Federal 
regulations and/or Department policy. Consequently, these endorsement codes 
generally must be used only once to resolve an issue. For example, an 
applicant who received endorsement 71 on her/his previous passport generally 
must submit an acceptable birth certificate and may not be issued a second 
passport limited with endorsement 71. If the applicant is not eligible for an 
exception, the application must be handled in accordance with 7 FAM 1381.2. 
Exceptions to this policy may be made: 

(1) In emergency situations (e.g., life and death, or for the health, safety, and 
welfare of the applicant); 

(2) If the problem recurs (e.g., the applicant replaced a certificate of 
naturalization, and subsequently lost the replacement); or 

(3) If the applicant makes a credible claim showing why she/he could not 
comply (e.g., the applicant submits an adoption decree showing that the 
adoption will be finalized after the date of travel).
